Funston had been in the volunteer 
service from the outbreak of the 
Spanish-American war, when he re- 
cruited the Twentieth Kansas among 
the same kind of men forming the 
backbone of the Rough Riders. Be- 
fore he engaged in the enterprise he 
had been for about two years a sol- 
dier in the Cuban Army of Libera- 
tion, and so big a factor was he in 
the warfare that “Butcher” Weyler 
the Spanish Generalissimo, set a 
price upon his head. 

Funston is a product of the Uni- 
versity of Kansas. After his student 
days he became a newspaper man, 
then entered the service of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture and was sent to Alaska to 
study the flora. He showed the 
stuff of which he is made by float- 
ing down the Yukon alone in a canoe 
in 1893. 

He was wounded 10 times in bat- 
tle. During his Cuban experience he 
took part in 22 engagements, and he 
kept that pace after entering the 
American Volunteers. Once he was 
arrested in Cuba by Spaniards as he 
was trying to reach the seacoast. He 
represented himself as a deserter 
from the patriot army, having swal- 
lowed his passport, which indicate¢ 
his rank. He was condemned to 
death, but eventually was liberated 
and got back to this country. 

His: Kansas regiment was assigned 
to Philippine duty and on his way 
he met and married his present wife, 
in San Francisco. He joined Gen. 
Merritt before Manila, which he aided 
in reducing. Leading the pursuit of 
Aguinaldo on April 9, 1859, he came

to the Murilac River, on the other 
side of which was a considerable 
force of the enemy. The bridge had 
been destroyed, but Funston, with 
20 of the many men who volunteered, 
swam the river, drove the hostiles 
back and took &0 prisoners.. 

A few days later he crossed the 
Rio Grande at Calumpit on a raft 
and drove the enemy, 200 strong, 
from an intrenched position. This 
feat won his brigadier-generalship of 
volunteers. 

It was in 1901 that he made his big 
mark. From his hiding place in the 
province of Isabella, Aguinaldo had 
called the insurgents to rendezvous 
near his headquarters, Funston cap- 
tured the messenger who carried 
this command. He and several com- 
rades made their way through the 
thick of a hostile country with &% 
Macabebes, who passed as insurgent 
Tagalogs who had captured the 
Americans. Word was sent to 
Aguinaldo and orders were given or 
the prisoners to be brought to him. 

Before the strategy was suspected, 
Funston had entered the _ rebel’s 
house and taken him prisoner. That 
act broke up the insurrection and 
peace negotiations were at once be- 
gun. 

Funston is a little man, with a 
limp, a memento of several wounds. 
He possesses a bubbling sense of 
humor. He is now commanding the 
Second Division of the army, with 
headquarters at Texas City, Tex., in 
the heart of the country that will be 
affected if the Constitutionalists take 
up Huerta’s fight.

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City Is Known for Its Moist At- 
mosphere and Intense Heat; 
Two Roads to Capital. 


Vera Cruz (True Cross) was the land- 
ing place of Hernando Cortes and the 
Spanish conquerors when the} went 
from Cuba to Mexico in 1519. In the 
harbor of Vera Cruz Cortez burned his 
ships to show his men that they must 
conquer or perish. 

Until the building of railroads from 
the north into the City of Mexico, in 
the ’80s, Vera Cruz was the only practi- 


cal gateway to the capital from the 
United States, by way of boat service 
from New Orleans. It is still the chief 
port of entry for European visitors. Iy 
recent years Tampico has become its 
rival, but Vera Cruz is still the most 
important of Mexican ports. 


Atmosphere Is Moist. 

Vera Cruz has an unenviable reputa- 
tion for its moist atmosphere and its 
intense heat. The average temperature 
for April and May is 69 degrees Fahren- 
heit, and in midsummer the average is 
92, with most of the daytime temper- 
atures much above that figure. The 
north winds, known as ‘“‘nortes’’ (one of 
which was blowing when the Americans 
made their landing Tuesday), are wel- 
comed by inhabitants of the city. 

Soon after, as the traveler starts in- 
land toward Mexico City, the rise out 
of the tierra caliente, or hot countr;, 
into the tierra fria or (compar- 
atively speaking) cold country, begins, 
untif at the capital an elevation of 7400 
feet is reached. 

The old-time terror of plague in Vera 


Cruz has departed since the installation 
of asphalt streets and a sewer system, 
but the zopilotes, or buzzards, still roost 
in regiments on every tower and high 
pinnacle, and are the city scavengers, 
protected by a fine of 5 pesos ($2.50) for 
anyone who harms them. 
Population of 25,000. 

Vera Cruz is credited with a popula- 
tion of 25,000. The city extends north 
and south with long avenidas, or ave- 
nues, While the shorter calles, or streets, 
run east and west. The new union rail- 
road station is at the north end of the 
city, and the other point of most busi- 
ness importance is the aduana, or cus- 
tom house, which is at a central point 
on the water front. 

Nearly a mile out in the bay lies the 
white fortress and prison of San Juan 
de Ulua, on La Gallega Island. The 
lighthouse on this castle has a light 76 
feet above the water. The prison is one 
of the most terrible in the world, in its 
traditions of cruelty and torture. It 
contains dungeons where, at high tide. 
prisoners crouch, immersed to their 
chins in salt water. Food was let down 
into these ‘‘wells’’ by a rope from above. 
While books state that the use of these 
dungeons has been abandoned in mod- 
ern times, the enemies of Porfirio Diaz 
have charged that Juan Sarabia, a po- 
litical prisoner, was placed in one of 
these hideous cells near the end of the 
Diaz regime, for his writings and 
speeches. 

Slesta Is Observed. 

The Benito Juarez lighthouse, in the 
northern part of the city, which was 
used by the Mexicans in firing on the 
Americans, and which was wrecked by 
the Florida’s shells, was the tower of 
the old church of San Francisco. The 
ight was % feet high. The harbor i« 
formed by the coast, La Gallega Island 
and the north and south breakwaters. 


Vera.CruzIs the M ost Im portant Port 
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These breakwaters, which cost the Mex- 
ican Government $30,000,000, have made 
the port safe for ships in all weather. 
Sharks and maneaters infest the bay 
and make fishing and the use of small 
boats dangerous. 

Between 11 a. m. and 1 p. m. the siesta 
is religiously observed by the Vera- 
cruzanos, as the inhabitants are called. 
The Plaza de la Constitucion, in the cen- 
ter of the city, is the principal park, 
and its tall cocoanut palms give an 
appearance of tropical romance to what 
is otherwise a less than ordinarily pleas- 
ing Mexican city. 

Two Roads to Capital. 

The principal hotel is the Diligencia, 
facing the plaza. There is a theater, 
with intermittent attractions, and a bull 
ring, where fights sometimes take plzce 
In the winter months. Chicken fighting 
ls a common sport. Electric cars run 
through the city and give a service 
which leaves little business for the few 
cabs. 

The open-air market, held on Sunday 
mornings in the cpen space at the rear 
of the market building, gives the best 
opportunity to see the population of 
Vera Cruz, particularly its women. The 
women seen at the market range in 
color from the cream-white Spanish se- 
nora to the darkest Indian types and the 
West Indian negro. 

Vera Cruz is connected with the capl- 
tal city by the Interoceanic (narrow 
gauge) line, a part of the National Rail 
ways of Mexico, and by the independent 
Mexican Railway, which is standard 
gauge. A ride on a day train over either 
of these lines, under the shadow of tow- 
ering volcanic peaks, through the an- 
cient towns.and cities, and past the 
fields of maguey plants, is one of the 
most picturesque journeys to be found 
on the American continent. The dis- 
tance is 263 miles by the standard gauge

TWO AEROPLANES 
FOR VERA CRUZ 


By Associated Press. 

VERA CRUZ, April &4.—The battle- 
ship Louisiana arrived today and imme- 
diately landed detachments of marines 
and bluejackets. The Mississippi also 
rrepared to send ashore 700 marines 
and a battalion of bluejackets as well 
as two aeroplanes. 

The marines who had been holding 
the outposts were relieved today by a 
battalion of bluejackets. 

The bluejackets and marines are quar- 
tered all about the city, while squads 
patrol the streets. By tomorrow the to- 
tal force on shore probably will reach 
6500 men. 

American marines and bluejackets to- 
day controlled a radius of at least five 
miles around the city of Vera Cruz, is 
which normal conditions virtually had 
been restored. 


Water Supply Is Guarded, 
Outposts were pushed further out ir 


a southerly direction early this morn. 
ing to the water supply station at Tejan 
and marines and sailors. were dispatched 
there on a train to obtain control of all 
pipe linea into the city. They took with 
them oil fuel to run the pumping plant. 

To the west and. northwest Capt. 
Smedley Butler with his marines are 
stationed. Thus Rear Admiral Fletcher 
commands all the approaches to the 


ty. 

Withte the city sniping had almost 
ceased today. A close watch for sharp- 
shooters was kept up all night by pa- 
trols. Orders had been issued that all 
civilians should keep within their resi- 
dences after 7:39 o’clock In the evening 
and these were strictly obeyed. As 4 
result, the night hours were quiet. It 
was generally expected that unless some 
untoward incident occurred teday this 
'“curtew hour” would be extended, 
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The outposts have been eauipved with 


12 machine guns and several three-inch 
field pieces, which were taken to the 
‘front today by teams of six horses to 
each gun. The animals were frightened 
by the unaccustomed work and the ma- 
rines had a hard struggle with them. 
Fletcher’s Quarters in Hotel. 

Rear Admiral Fletcher’s headquarters 
at the Terminal Hotel are guarded by 
machine guns, while seven field pieces 
are held in reserve in the neighborhood. 

The commissary, ordinance and quar- 
termastcr’s departments worked very ef- 
ficiently so that along the docks there 
were no piles of merchandise as is 
usually the case when an armed force 
is landed. All supplies were distributed 
promptly among the troops who also re- 
ceived distilled water from the ships un- 
der the superintendence of the medical 
department. 

More than 250 Mexican sick and 
wounded were found in the San Se- 
bastian Hospital when it was inspected 
today by @ navy surgeon. Among the 
wounded; was only one Woman, who had 
been shot through the arm. 

In the mortuary of the hospital 4 
unburied Mexican dead were lying. A 
supply of ammunition also was found 
here. The building had been protected 
from the gun fire of the warships and 
the rifle fire of the landing parties by 
the hospital flag. although it appears 
certain that there was much sharp- 
shooting from the roof of the hospital. 

Conditions in the hospital were so bad 
that three navy surgeons were detailed 
today to assist the hospital authorities. 
Food and medicine were supplied from 
the Solace, 


All the American wounded have been 
taken on board the Solace. Navy sur- 
geons are enthusiastic over the care 
and attention they are able to give the 
atricken men, owing to the excellent 
equipment of the vessel 

Lintii the arrival of the Solace the 
wounded and the prisoners had been 
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became crowded. That vessel is ill- 
suited for hospital work. 

The Medical Department today made 
an inspection of the sanitary conditions 
of the city and opened negotiations with 
the Mexican health officials in the hope 
of inducing them to return to work. 

With Commander. Herman O. Stick- 
ney of the Prairie appointed Commander 
of the port, the American authorities 
today undertook administration of the 
customs. For a time there will be. in 
reality two customs houses. 

Commander Stickney and his men will 
look after new business and the Mex- 
ican Collector, Mariano Ascarago, will 
wind up business unfinished at the time 
the Americans occupied the city. 

The sanitation plant of the munici- 
pality was placed in operation again to- 
day under a new chief and the street 
- lines also have resumed partial ser- 
vice, 

Bands from the American fleet played 
at various parts of the city yesterday 
and attracted large crowds of civilians. 
The idea of providing music for the peo- 
ple was suggested by Capt. Rush, who 
enly a few hours before had been di- 
recting the artillery and machine gun 
fire against the same people. 

Large numbers of Mexicans called at 
Rear Admiral Fletcher’s headquarters 
today pleading for the release of friends 
and relatives who have been made pris- 
oners. The almost invariable reply was 
that all whose innocence could be es- 
tablished would be released in a short 
time. Capt. Suse, Chief of Staff of Rear 
Aamiral Fletcher, adressed one group in 
Spanish, telling them that the sniping 
from the housetops must cease and that 
ell Mexicans within the American line 
must respect American authority.

THREATS OF DEATH 
IN MEXICO Gly 


Nearly 600 Reach Vera Cruz 
and Vividly Portray Turbulent. 
Scenes in Huerta Capital. 


Cable te tre Post-Dispatch 
and New York Worild. 

VERA CRUZ, Mexico, April 24.—Ref- 
ugees to the number of nearly 600, who 
have arrived here from the Mexican 
capital, are telling of the indignities 
which have been offered to Americans 
there in the last three days and they 
declare that those remaining behind are 
in great danger. 

They arrived yesterday on a special 
train run in two sections and were de- 
layed and insulted at several points 
along the line. It is reported that an- 
other refugee special left Mexico City 
this morning for this point. 

The demonstrations, aimed particu- 
larly against Americans, Were going on 
when extra papers in the Federal cap- 
ital announced the landing of blue- 
jackets in this city. The outbreaks 
grew more severe as the news spread 
and the American Consulate and the 
American Club were the centers for at- 
tack and insult. Paraders in the streets 
trampled over an American flag several 
times and later tore it to shreds, amid 
the plaudits of an eager crowd which 
lined the streets and filled the bal- 
conies. 

Efforts were made by the police and 
soldiers to quell the uprisings and a 
guard was stationed at the United States 
Embassy. Americans found in the 
streets were threatened with death, and 
it is reported that two, who had been 
drinking heavily, were killed 

The newspapers, probably acting un- 
der the directions of Gen. Huerta, is- 
sued many extra editions, in which they 
printed dispatches stating that El Paso, 
Laredo, Nogalés and other places had 
been taken by the Mexicans. Other 
dispatches announced that the Federal 
troops had gained a great victory at 
Vera Cruz, where they expected to sur- 
round and drive the American invaders 
into the sea. 

The papers also declared that the bat- 
tleship Louisiana had been sunk by a 
Mexican torpedo. 

All the American officials employed 
by the National Railways and Mexican 
Railway Co. were immediately § dis- 
charged by the Government in order 
that no trains could be operated except 
under the supervision of the Govern- 
ment. 


Railway Officials Arrested. 

Four of these were on the refugee 
train when it reached Tejaria. The 
train was detained for two hours while 
a search was made by the Mexicans for 
the officials, who were arrested and 
held until Gen. Maas was communicated 
with and their release ordered. . 

Those arrested were General Super- 
intendent Comfort, Superintendent of 
Locomotives Blake, National Superin- 
tendent of Locomotives Burke and Gen- 
eral Superintendent Rowe, all of whom 
had been formally discharged. 

Tuesday afternoon, after the receipt 
of the news of the bluejackets landing, 
demonstrations were made largely by 
students and clerks In the streets, which 
were hardly passable. Speeches were 
made. Rocks were thrown at some of 
the American buildings, notably the 
American Club and some commercial] 
establishments, 


The American colony largely gath- 
ered around the embassy watching for 


further news and particulars from Vera 
Cruz, but little was forthcoming ex- 
cept reports which were issued by the 
cable operator of Vera Cruz. Tuesday 
night the cable office was still receiv- 
ing cables, subject to censor. Early 
Wednesday morning the cable office 
was taken over by the Mexican Gov- 
ernment. 

There were manifestations through- 
out the night, out of which was an at- 
tempt to pull down the statue of Wash- 
ington. The procession proceeded to 
the American embassy, where speeches 
were made, but apparently of a pacific 
or a patriotic nature. 

Charge O’Shaughnessy had an inter- 
view with Gen. Huerta Tuesday after- 
noon. He was accompanied by Lieut. 
Rowan. Gen. Huerta promised protec- 
tion to all foreigners, particularly Amer- 
icans, and the same eventng sent his 
chief of staff to the embassy building. 
At the request of O'Shaughnessy about 
% Federal soldiers guarded the embassy, 
with a force of eight police. The Amer- 
ican consulate, which had _ suffered 
some damage, was guarded by a cor- 
responding number of Federal soldiers. 
The following morning it was announced 
that the Mexican Government had taken 
over the management of the railroad 
and that no trains would be alowed to 
leave Mexico City without special per- 
mission. It was further announced that 
all rolling stock on the Mexican Railroad 
would be concentrated at Apizaco and 
all the interoceanic at Puebla, and also 
the Vera Cruz Isthmus Railroad at 
Puebla. 

The British and German Ministers had 
been endeavoring to have a special 
train made up to take out the refugees 
and this left the capital at 6 o'clock 
Wednesday night. On board it were 
approximately 150 Americans, 30 Mex- 
icans, 60 British and 7% Germans. 

On the evening preceding the depart- 
ure of the trains bands of excited Mex- 
icans marched through the streets until 
2 o'clock in the morning singing the 
Mexican national anthem and shouting 
“Death for the Americans.” 

An American jewelry store was looted 
by the mob at midnight. The police 
looked on without taking any action. 

The American Club, the leading Amer- 
ican hosteiry, and the offices of the 
Mexican Herald were closed, owing to 
the threats of the mobs to burn them 
and murder their occupants. 

About 300 Americans, mostly women 
and .children, left for Galveston on 
board the Esperanza and arrangements 
have been made for removing from the 
coast towns as soon as possible all 
Americans who can be induced to leave.

: Special Train Into District 
Where 1000 or More 
Armed Men Await Them 
in Hills. 


Strikers Threaten to Break 
Into Company Stores to 
Get Food for Their 
Forces, Supply Having 
Run Low in Five Days’ 
War. 


TRINIDAD, Colo., April 24.—Fighting 
between militiamen and armed coal 
mine strikers begar shortly after ll a. 
m. today at Bunker Hill, a short dis- 
tance south of Monson, according to 
reports received in Trinidad. This re- 
port said the strikers had captured two 
trains and that the cavalrymen had 
turned their horses loose and were en- 
trenching. Monson is from 2 to 23 
miles northwest of Trinidad and imme- 
diately northwest of the district where 
since Monday militiamen and mine 
guards have been fighting the striking 
miners with a loss of at least 29 lives. 

Adjutant-General Chase led 500 militia- 
men into Monson at 9 a. m. today. The 
soldiers were carried on a special train, 
with troops posted on top of the box 
cars. The train consisted of eight box 
cars, a baggage car, ten coaches and a 
caboose. 

A later report from Rouse said: ‘‘At 
11:35 70 cavalrymen at full gallop have 
just passed Rouse with artillery.” 

The two messages indicate that a 
second troop of cavalry which detrained 
at Monson had executed a flank attack 
on a band of strikers which is said to 
have attacked a scouting party. 

Provisions are running low among the 
strikers and the leaders say if it be- 
comes necessary to get food for the men, 
they will take it from the company 
stores at Aguilar and the neighborhood. 

Miners’ Leader Prisoner. 

John McLennan, president of District 
No. 15 of the Mine Workers, is under 
arrest at Ludlow. His friends say he is 
held by the militia without a charge 
against him. 

Fifteen hundre@l men, women and chil- 
dren crowded in front of the Holy Trin- 
ity Church today while open-air funeral 
services were held for 14 persons who 
perished in the Ludlow fire. Two heavy 
trucks draped in black conveyed the 
flower-laden caskets from the morgue 
to the church and Catholic cemetery 
The aged father of Charles Costa, who, 
with his wife and two children, were 
killed Monday, caused a demonstratior 
at the morgue just as the bodies were 
removea by a harangue against the 
Colorado militia. Friends quieted him. 

Aguilar, normally a thriving mining 
and agricultural town of 2000 population, 
is almost depopulated today. Terror- 
ized by the events of the last four days, 
in which the strikers’ colony at Lud- 
low was wiped out in a battle between 
strikers and militia and the mining 
camps of Empire, Southwestern, Bord- 
head and Royal were wrecked or 
burned, the citizens have fled in all 
directions. 

The feeling of relief over the an- 
nouncement that all the women and chil- 
dren entombed in the wrecked stope 
of the Empire mine had been taken out 
safely was turned to gloom again last 
night by news that the Southwestern 
mine had been razed and 20 more miners, 
their wives and children and a number 
of guards have fled into the mine en- 
trance to escape a hail of lead. 

Strikers cleared away the wreckage 
at the mouth of the Empire mine, and 
after a parley with the entombed pris- 
oners conducted three women, two chil- 
dren and Supt. William Waddell, who 
was wounded, to a place of safety. J. 
W. Siple, president of the company, 
whose properties had been almost de- 
stroyed and who with 2 of his men had 
béen in the mine since Wednesday, re- 
fused to leave the mine. 

“We told them we'd protect them if 
they'd come out and give up their guns,” 
Strike Leader Snyder said.

Gen. Carranza’s note gave the President an op- 
portunity again to define the purpose and scope 
of our use of the army and navy in Mexico in un- 
mistakable language. 

In the President’s reply the Constitutionalist 
leaders may find not only a clear exposition of the 
intention of the United States and the motive gov- 
érning our action, but a warning not to interfere 
with its accomplishment. The President says this 
Government “is dealing with Gen. Huerta in the 
territory he now controls. * * * We are deal- 
ing moreover with those whom he commands and 


those who come to his support.’’ 
Gen. Villa sees straight. His interview welcom- 


ipg American co-operation on Mexican soil in the 
work of eliminating Huerta and setting up a con- 
stitutional government in the City of Mexico ex- 
presses the highest wisdom on the part of the 
Constitutionalists. Vjlla’s utterances strengthen 
the peaceful interpretation of Carranza’s note. 
That extraordinary document undoubtedly was in- 
tended as a diplomatic definition of Carranza’s 
assumed position as the head of the only consti- 
tutional government in Mexico with which the 
United States should deal. It embodied Carranza’s 
weird way of asking for recognition. But what- 
ever may have been his original meaning, Villa's 
attitude will force this interpretation and bring 
him into line. The trouble we will have with the 
Constitutionalists will probably comé in the at- 
tempt to restore constitutional government capable 
of maintaining peace and order in Mexico. Their 
attitude, claims and real purposes will determine 
the outcome. 

In limiting the scope and purpose of American 
intervention, however, the President has expressed 
a definite object. He has declared our desire to 


: co-operate with Mexicans “in the re-establishment 


of their constitutional system.” He has rejected 
Huerta as a possible factor in accomplishing this 
end. He declared that Huerta does not represent 
Mexico. He insists upon our right and duty to 
punish him as a usurper who has flouted the 
authority of the United States and refused to ac- 
knowledge our rights or the rights of our citi- 
zens. 

All of this, if it means anything, means the elim- 
ination of Huerta as a power in Mexico. This is 
what the first peaceful intervention of the Presi- 
dent meant. Every act since has emphasized it. 

The President says “we are dealing with facts.” 
What are the facts? We are at war with Huerta 
as the culmination of a series of incidents and 
acts which have forced it upon us. However we 
may designate the invasion of Huerta’s territory, 
it is war in fact. It is christened with blood. There 
is only one way to make war and that is to whip 
the enemy as quickly and thoroughly as possible. 

The logic of the situation is inevitable. We must 
overthrow Huerta. The sooner it is done the bet- 
ter—the less the cost in blood and treasure. There 
should be not one day of unnecessary delay in 
breaking Huerta’s power. No opportunity should 
be given him to rally his forces or to organize 
a general Mexican war. 

The way to deal with Huerta is to strike down 
his usurping government. The place to deal with 
him and to begin the work of restoring good gov- 
ernment in Mexico is Mexico City. We will earn 
no more Mexican hatred, but will gain Mexican 
respect by prompt, aggressive, efficient action.

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GOV. MAJOR’S COLONELS SEE “WAR. 

A war drama, “Secret Service,” was witnessed 
éy Gov. Major’s Colonels in full-dress uniforms 
Wednesday night.

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COSTLY U. BR. TRANSFER OBSTINACY. 

It will take a good many nickels collected in 
double fare from persons who have a right to 
ride on transfers for single fare to pay the $2050 
verdict awarded Michael T. ‘Curran in Judge 
Grimm’s Court. Mr. Curran was put off a car 
last December because he refused to pay fare 
when a transfer to which he was entitled was 
not issued to him and began suit without waiting 
for the late decision in the city’s case for a 
judicial construction of the franchise provision 
of the United Railways ordinance. 

Of course an appeal will be taken from the 
verdict, but another suit for $100,000 based on 
the same ground is pending and still other suits 
are threatened.

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READ THAT RESOLUTION. 

All foes of this republic, within as well as with- 
out, will do well to ponder the resolution passed 
by Congress Tuesday night. The solemn tenor of 
that phrase demanding “unequivocal amends to 
the Government of the United States for affronts 
and indignities committed against this Govern- 
ment” sounds the essential patriotism of the body 
of the American people and a warning to all their 
affronters. 

The dynamiter, the mob leader, the lynch-law 
exponent, the soap-box orator who foments civil 
strife, the agitator who lays his hand to the torch, 
every captain of disorder, as well as the men and 
institutions which defy the law or subtly resist it, 
such as the criminal monopolist, the lobbyist and 
the tax thief—all these are affronters of the Gov- 
ernment and essential enemies of the people. 

Their day of reckoning must come if American 
institutions are to endure and the flag of the 
United States continues to command world re- 
spect. Their punishment will come, and it will 
be severe in proportion as true patriotism asserts 
itself. The patriotism of peace is less demonstra- 
tive and less easily stirred to its depths, but is as 
inevitable and inexorable as the patriotism of war. 
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Of half a dozen possibilities for blundering, In- 
diana Republicanism accepted all but one. It de- 
nounced everything the administration has done 
for improving domestic conditions, but patriot- 
ically supported .the President in the Mexican 
crisis. 


TAX ON MAKING A LIVING. 

The proprietor of a photograph establishment 
asks the’Post-Dispatch if we think it is right that 
he should be required to pay a yearly license fee 
of $25 while he is subjected to the competition 
of itinerant.photographers who obtain no license. 

We do not think it is right. We think that the 
elaborate license system, as applied to many“lines 
of business in St. Louis, is described with perfec 
accuracy by our correspondent when he calls it a 
tax-for the “privilege of making a living.” Asa 
means of insuring competency and preventing 
abuses a license system with merely nominal 
fees may be justified as a regulatory measure in 
the case of some few professional and business 
pursuits, That it should be used to the present 
extent as a revenue-raising measure is only an- 
other feature evidencing St. Louis’ inequitable 
and unscientific taxation methods. 

As long as it is made a part of the municipal 
revenue system it should, of course, be fairly and 
impartially applied. The police should see to it 
that some do not evade while others are re- 
quired to pay the fee. But the better way of 
securing justice and impartiality will be to re- 
lieve most ordinary lines of business from this 
unjustifiable burden. The privelege of making an 
honest living should be untaxed in St. Louis.

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PROBLEM OF MULLANPHY ‘‘REPAIRS.’’ 

If the administration of the Mullanphy fund is 
not réformed now, when will it be reformed? For 
years only an insignificant part of its revenues 
has been devoted to the purpose for which the 
foundation was instituted. The remainder, we 
have been told, has gone to the improvement of 
its real estate endowment. But this large expen- 
diture seems to continue indefinitely without per- 
ceptible increase in the productive capacity of 
the estate. No private landlord would be con- 
tent with a reinvestment of income netting so 
small a return after the lapse of years. 

The system should be changed. The Free- 
holders should devise a plan that will make a 
more nearly equal division of revenue between 
the legal beneficiaries of the fund and adminis- 
trgtion expenses and repairs.

BETTER PROTECTION FOR GIRLS. 

The letter of “A Student of Social Conditions,” 
in its plea for raising the legal age of consent to 
18, has the Post-Dispatch’s unqualified approval.

C. attorney, that the club would’: dis- 
solve. Blodgett Friday denied that he 
made such a statement. 

Oliver Kirk, the boxer, who is inter- 
ested in the N. A. C., said Friday that 
he was not in a position to say what

Attorney Blodgett said he was not a 
director or even a member of the club. 
He gained admission to all the shows on 
“press tickets,’’ he said. He is the club 
attorney. 

Secretary Frank Bishop of the N. 
A. C. announced Friday that members 
who paid to see the show Thursday 
night would receive credit for 50 cents 
on every dollar ticket purchased for 
Thursday’s entertainment. He said his 
record of applications would enable him 
to tell what tickets had been sold. 

“We will hold another show if the 
police department does not interfere,’’ 
said Bishop. “I explained to the police 
last night that we could not prevent 
outsiders from selling tickets. None of 
our men offered tickets for sale. 

‘For the first time since we have been 
operating at the Coliseum, the manage- 
ment forced us to pay the rental, $350, 
before it would open the doors.”

NEW YORK, April %.—Scores of non- 
English-speaking Mexicans in New 
York, according to Manuel A. Estevs, 
Mexican Consul-Genera! here, are seek- 
ing transportation to the West Indies 
or to Europe. 
Consul Esteva declared that it was 
impossible to convince these people that 
their fears of arrest and assassination 
as a result of the Mexican hostilities 
were groundless. Many of these, panic- 
stricken, visit the consulate daily and 
insist that they will be attacked in the 
cities if war is declared. 
The well-educated Mexican residents of 
the city, he said, of course, have no such 
fears.

WORST FOE IN MEXICO 


Army Surgeon Declares U. S., if 
It Goes to Mexico City, Must 


Reconstruct System. 

NEW YORK, April 24.—Bad water will 
be the army's worst foe in Mexico if 
war is declared, according to Col. Maus, 
Chief Surgeon of the First Army Divi- 
sion, with headquarters on Governor's 
Island. The water supply and sanita- 
tion system of Mexico, he explained, 
were so behind modern methods that 
if an army should be sent into 
Mexico City an entirely new system 
would have to be provided. He estimat- 
ed that millions of dollars would have 
to be expended in such an event. 

Col. Maus said filters would be a part 
of the army equipment, and if the water 
proved tod impure for filteration it 
would have to be boiled. Typhus in 
Mexico City, he said, is responsible for 
the large mortality rate among infants.
